in France. He dreams of a restora- 
tion brought about by means of a 
popular vote, which will carry him to 
the throne, and enable him to abolish

8, 1795. The child who died on that 
date in the prison was a Scrofulous im- 
becile: Neither the Dauphin’s sister, 
although she was imprisoned in the 
same building, nor any other person 
who had known the royal children be- 
fore their imprisonment, was allowed 
to view the dead child’s body, and a 
belief arose that it was not the body 
of him whom the republicans desig- 
nated as the son of the last king of 
France. Facts newly brought to light 
strengthen that belief. 
Sister of Unhappy Child. 

The Duchess of Angouleme, the sis- 
ter of the unhappy child, who had 
Shared his captivity, acted as if she 
was one of those who gave credence 
to the statement of the jailers. She 
refused to accept the heart of the 
child, who was said to have been her 
brother, which had been preserved by 
one of the doctors who performed 
the autopsy on the body; she erected 
no monument to her bruther’s memory, 
and while she referred continually in 
her correspondence to the murders of 
her father, her mother and her aunt, 
she was silent about the fate of her 
brother. The latest explanation of the 
mystery put forward by a serious his- 
torian is that of M. Joseph Turquan, 
who holds that Louis XVIL was mur- 
dered in his prison, and that the dying 
imbecile was put into his place in or- 
der to hide the crime. 

More plausible tales have been told 
by men who appeared during the 
Napoleonic era, and under the Restora- 
tion, Claiming to be Louls XVII. At one 
time pretended Louis XVII's were io 
be found in every part of Europe and 
in America. There were not less than 
two hundred of them. The most tena- 
cious of them was a man who until

His 
heir is his brother, the Duc D’Mont- 
pensier, an officer in the Spanish navy, 
who has no history. 

The Duc d’Orleans claims to be king 
of France by divine right. In support 
of his claim he advances the will of 
the Comte de Chambourd, and the fre- 
nunciation of their rights to the 
French crown made for the Spanish 
branch of the house of ;bourbon by 
Louis XVI. when his grandson Phil- 
ippe, the first of the Spanish bourbons. 
was elected king of Spain. He for- 
gets that if it exists, divine right is a 
thing no man, king or commoner, can 
tamper with or alter.

Mrs. Rebecca Luckie Jones, one of 
the most notable of Atlanta’s pioneer 
women, will celebrate her seventy- 


fifth birthday today.* She was born in 


| Covington, Ga., November 13, 1835. She 


is the widow of the late Oliver Harrig 
Jones, to whom she was married in 
Covington on November 24, 1857. 

Mrs. Jones is the mother of eight 
children, five of whom are now liv- 
ing, and the grandmother of thirteen 
children. 


Directly after their marriage Mr. 


and Mrs. Jones made their home in 
Atlanta and their residence was on 
Hunter street. The house in which 
they spent their honeymoon is stil] 
standing—one of the old landmarks of 
the Atlanta of more than half a cen- 
tury ago. 

The hushand of Mrs. Jones was one 
of the pioneers of Atlanta and when 
this city was still the village of Mar- 
thasville, long years before the war, 
when he was a young man, he was a 
member of the Marthasville volunteer 
fire department, company No. 2. He 
helped in those days to fight a village 
fire. Mr. Jones was at one time At- 
lanta’s city marshal, and as he held 
this office in the early sixties, he was 
known as the “war marshal.” 

In him, it might almost be said, was 
embodied the original Atlanta Spirit. 
He was both private citizen and pub- 
lic functionary. When there was any- 
thing to be done he was there to take 
the lead and push it through to suc- 
cess. He ably handled the crowds on 
the celebrated occasion of the visit to 
Atlanta of President Rutherford B. 
Hayes in 1878. 

He passed away a few years ago be- 
loved by his fellow citizens and hon- 
ored as one of the early settlers who 
laid the foundations for the building 
of the great city of Atlanta. 

Mrs. Jones has been noted all her 
life for works of Christianity and deeds 
of charity. During the civil war she 
volunteered to become a nurse in a 
confederate hospital in Atlanta and 
devoted much of her time in those 
days, when the south mourned and 
suffered, by making with her own 
hands clothing for the ill-clad soldiers 
of the confederacy and lovingly tend- 
ing those who were wounded on the 
field of battle. 

She has been a member of the Trini- 
ty Methodist church for the past fifty- 
three years and she is today a regular 
attendant of the Trinity Sunday 
school. Lovingly and quietly she has 
sought to follow in the footsteps of

CHICAGO SALOONS 


The Campaign Is Being 


Carried on Se- 
cretly. 


Chicago, Novembér 12.—Four thou- 
sand petition circulators have been 
organized secretly in a new campaign 
to drive saloons from Chicago. The 
sheet of the petition was returned to 
headquarters yesterday. News of this 
move became known last night. It 
was decided upon at a hearing of the 
meeting of the local option committee 
of the Anti-Saloon League, having in 
hand the project to bring the proposi- 
tion before voters of the city at the 
spring election on April 4 next. 

Superintendent James K. Shields, of 
the Anti-Saloon League, made the 
claim last night that the “drys” would 
control both branches of the legisla- 
ture on the session of the general as- 
sembly beginning next January. He 
based his claim upon a tabulation of 
the lawmakers-elect, classified accord- 
ing to their pledges upon two possi- 
bilities of legislation—county local op- 
tion and repeal of the present local 
option law. 

“The anti-saloon forces in the house 
at Springfield,” said Mr. Shields, “will 
be much stronger than two years ago, 
when the majority against us was from 
two to five. We have gained fifteen 
or sixteen representatives, and have 
lost five or six, making our net gain 
about ten, and assuring us contro] of 
the house on local optiqn bills. The 
senate already was with us, and will 
remain so. 

“We will present a county local op- 
tion hill, and believe we have the 
votes to pass it in both branches of 
the legislature. Some of the members- 
elect have pledged to oppose repeal of 
the present law without committing 
themselves to county local option; but, 
even without*our majority in the sen- 


ate, any backward step would be im- 
possible.”

Others who were 1901 re- 
cruits and are still in the ranks, are 
Freddy Parent, of Chicago; Billy Sulii- 
van, of Chicago; Lou Criger, of the 
Highlanders, and Cy Young, of Cleve- 
land. Fielder Jones can also be count- 
ed in the list, as he is still a member 
of the Chicago club under baseba'l 
law. 

Champions Come and Go. 

With the exception of Billy Sullivan, 
not one of Clarke Griffiths Chicago 
champions of 1901 ‘s nowin the Ameri- 
can League. Of the champion Athilet-

“We are too old, too wise, we 
too much baseball,” said Tinker. 

“We have lost the tine razor edge of 
keenness. We think and think, and 
map everything out in advance, and 
we have been proud of the fact that 
we reduced baseball almost to a card 
index system. 


Fighting Spirit Helps. 


“Baseball, in the spirit of the game, 
is a combination of prize fighting and 
chess. We won pennant after pen- 
Mant, and we thought it was because 
we were great chess piayers, when, 
after ali, it probably was the fighting 
spirit—that razor Keenness—that won 
for us, rather than the inside play and 
eollective head work. that was our 
proudest boast. But We got more and 
more to play ball like men play chess. 

“The Cubs became introspective—get 
that word, introspective! So much has 
been written about us and our inside 
play, and especially our headwork-~— 
something that would naturally appeal 
to writers— at we have gotten into a 
geort of habit of analyzing our own 
play more than is good.

London, November 12.—(Publishers’ 
Press Special.)—There is a loud and 
prolonged cry of “help!” in the Eng- 
lish sporting circles. There seems to 
he a shortage in money that has af- 
fected even one of the richest peers in 
England. The athletic organizations 
complain of thin or empty purses 
everywhere except fighting circles, 
where money seems to be plentiful, so 
far as managers and promoters and 
their prosperity seems to be due to 
the fact that they give starvation 
purses to fighters. Some of the men 
who stand up to be punched are paid 
just enough to hire furnished rooms 
— themselves, and in squalid quar- 
ers. 
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The Duke of Devonshire presided 
over an important meeting of the 
subscribers to the Derbyshire Cricket 
Club at Derby to consider the critical 
Situation that has arisen in conse- 
quence of the loss of £600 on last sea- 
son’s working, and generally to de- 
termine the future of the club. The 
duke read a letter from Lord Curzon, 
In which he said he did not think 
there was any Yreasonabie chance of 
carrying on the club unless they could 
increase the subscription from £909 to 
£1,500. Lord Scarsdale, who wrote ex- 
pressing the opinion that the club 
ought to be wound up, added that if 
it were decided to carry it on, he would 
continue his support. 

The duke said if £600 were forth- 
coming, he would give another £100 
to free the club from. debt; but he 
thought that, after such a recent ap- 
to the country as a whole, they 
ought to confine any appeal they made 
to those who were first and foremost 
interested in cricket. 

A number of offers of increased sup- 
port were made, including £15 a year 
for a term of years from 8S. H. Ever- 
shéd, and £10 a year from Charles 
Wright, of Wirksworth, provided that 
ninety-nine others did the same. This 
offer produced a number of responses, 
and, after further consideration, the 
duke said there appeared evidence of 
a. substantial desire to see the club 
continued, and the meeting was ad- 
journed to December 2. 


The king has approved of the title 
of the “King’s Coronation Cup” given 
to a special polo cup to be played for 
at Ranelagh Club on July: 15, 1911. 
It is a £250 challenge cup given by 
the Ranelagh Club, with four souvenir 
cups to the winners. 

It will be played for annually, and

“The investigation undertaken by 
The Constitution’s committee was not 
prosecuted in the spirit of unfriendly 
eriticism, with a view to condemning 
| the moving picture as an institution, 
but tn the recognition of the moving 
picture as a valuable aid in a iarge, 
universal education for all the people.

The only rev- 
enue the association has for earrying 
on its ministrations of teaching and 
relief is derived from the sale of these 
seals. True, there are some few vol- 
untary contributions, but these are a 
mere drop in the bucket. The asso- 
ciation last year realized about $1,500 
from the sale of the seals. This year 
it should be not less than $5,000. If 
you will do all you can, perhaps that 
goodly figure will be reached.

MRS. GEORGE HINMAN WRITES 


OF HER TRAVELS IN EUROPE 


Extracts from a recent letter from 
Mrs. George Hinman indicate her ap- 
preciation of the old world and what 
it offers. She writes: 

Lucerne. 


“Our last day in Lucerne was spent 
in a trip to Fluellen, at the far end of 
the lake and some twenty-five miles 
from Lucerne. This lake, as you may 
know, is called the ‘Vierwaldstattersee’ 
(Lake of the Four Cantons), as it 
touches four of the political divisions 
of Switzerland. It is in the form of a 
cross, two arms extending from it, and 
then at the end is a leng tail extend- 
ing almost at right angles. Nowhere 
is it very broad, and its shores are 
Visible all through the trip, which 
makes it very attractive. Mountains, 
high and rugged, on both sides, often

Railroad Commission’s Order 


Fixing the Rates on Export 
Shipments Attacked.

New York, November 12.—(Special.) 
The Mormon question was the topic 
which exercised the members of the 
Methodist home mission and chirch 
extension committees in session today 
at Grace Methodist Episcopal church 
on West 104th street. The subject 
was catalogued “Mormon Missionaries 
and Polygamy,” and was brought up 
by Bishop Luther D. Wilson, of Phila- 
delphia. *He declared that the church 
must awake to the menace of Mormon- 
ism and combat its inroads. He wags 
followed by the Rev. Dr. W. D. Phifer. 
of Denver, who was closely listened 
to, as his district borders on Utah 
and the Mormon confines. 

“Don't miminize the Mormon devil,” 
said Dr. Phifer. “The Mormons be- 
lieve in polygamy just as strongly as 
ever. Why, there was a convention 
of sixty Mormon missionaries in Den- 
ver the day I left. Let me illustrate. 
Coming to New York I fell in conver- 
sation with a man who came from 
Utah. It developed that- he was a 
Mormon missionary and in short order 
he was trying to convert me. He in- 
troduced three companions, all mis- 
sionaries, and they set to work on me. 
Of course they did not know I was a 
minister and I did not enlighten them. 
I was there on Dusimess to gain data 
for this * committee. 

“T asked about polygamy. The an- 
swer was that wherever the Mormon 
people shou'd become sufficiently 
spiritualized they could safely prac- 
tice polygamy. The reason, they as- 
serted, that the church had dropped 
the practice was because of the insuf. 
ficiency of the spiritualization.”’

Bibb counties to the Ocmulgee river 
and along the northern line of Twiggs, 
Wilkerson, Washington, Glascock, Jef- 
ferson and Burke counties to the Sa- 
vannah river, containing a member- 
ship between 85,000 and 90,000 com- 
municants. The general conference of 
1866, in New Orleans, gave authority 
to the old Georgia Conference to di- 
vide into the North and South Georgia 
conferences, with the northern and 
southern boundary line as above out- 
lined. At the time of the division 
there were 50,000 white and 20,000 col- 
ored members, making a total of 78@,- 
000 communicants in the Georgia Con- 
ference. 

Last year the North Georgia Con- 
ference reported a total membership 
of 113,635, to which, adding the pres- 
ent total membership of the South 
Georgia conference, makes a grand 
total of approximately 200,000 or up* 
ward of members of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, in Georgia, 
an increase of at least 400 per cent 
in the white membership since 1866, 

The North Georgia Conference re- 
ported last year a total of $547,394.84 
raised for all purposes, while the 
South Georgia Conference reported 
$601,649.74, making a grand total of 
$1,149,044.58 raised Tor all purposes, 
which is a per capita contribution of 
$5.25. - 

The current conference year has 
been a most prosperous one, as the 
various reports of the presiding elders 
and the pastors will show at ihe ap- 
proaching session of the conference. 
Among the church edifices which have 
been remodeled and made more com- 
modious during the present year are 
Grace, Savannah, and Centenary, Ma- 
con. 

New churches have also been com- 
pleted or are now in course of con- 
struction at Millen, Ashburn. Cordele, 
Hazelhurst and several other places. 

The ten presiding elders who will 


form the bishop’s cabinet this year 
and will aig him in stationing the pas- 
tors for the ensuing year are: Rev. 
W. F. Smith, of the Savannah dis- 
truct; Rev. Osgood F. Cook, of the 
Macon district; Rev. T. B. Satnford, 
of the Columbus district; Rev. K.

Changes Are Rumored. 

As is usual, current rumor has it 
that “there will be many changes this 
year.” That there will be some 
changes in pastoral supply is a fore- 
gone conclusion. There is always of 
necessity some changes, but whether 
there will be really more in such as- 
signment this year than usual re- 
mains to be seen. It is charged that 
the spirit of restlessness has frequent- 
ly» possessed both the people and the 
pastors and created a demand for a 
change in pastoral relationship when 
realiy a continuance of that relation- 
ship for at least another year or two 
would have been far beiter for all 
concerned an@g for the promotion of 
the cause of Christ. 

Wherever and whenever exterior 
pressure is brought to bear upon the 
duly authorized and properly consti- 
tuted appointing power of our church 
i¢ is most likely to be detrimen.al to 
the highest efficiency in ministerial 
supply. To assign 2560-odd pastors to 
as many appointments, including all 
grades of ministerial work from the 
humblest mission to the leading city 
churches, -and with presidencies and 
professorships of colleges to be, filled 
and superintendencies and financial 
agencies of orphanages, etc., to be sup- 
plied, is a stupendous task, but the 
average Methodist bishop and his cabi- 
net, if left severely alone to the task, 
under the light and leadership of the 
Holy Spirit, measure amazingly well 
to the situation, particularly consid- 
ering the material with which they 
have to work, both as to places and ae 
to pastors. 

Of course, more pastors could have 
really first-class pastorates (as viewed 
from a purely worldly standpoint) if 
only there were more first-class places 
and vice versa. There are some ex- 
ceptions, of course, but as a rule, the 
averdge appointment receives as good 
or better pastor as it deserves, and the 
same is true of the pastors. But with- 
al, the episcopal system of mdénisterial 
supply is a most admirable one, and 
ho one recognizes and appreciates this 
fact more than the average itinerant 
preacher and the average Methodist 
congregation. 

It Is not often that an annual con- 
ference has five presiding elders whose 
terms of office expire at the same 


tIme by the statute of limitation, but | 


such will be the case with the South 
Georgia conference this year. The fol- 
lowing are the five presiding elders 
who are closing successful quadren- 
niums and will be assigned new flelds 
of labor:' Rev. Osgood F. Cook, of 
the Macon district; Rev. K. Read, of

Do you know that if the lands which 
have been withdrawn by the govern- 
ment from public use were grouped to- 
gether they wouid comprise a terri- 
tory greater ihan the combined areas 
of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massacnusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Is- 
land, New York, New Jersey, Deia- 
ware, Maryland, Pennsyivania, both 
Virginias, Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana and 
lilinois? And, further, it attracts no 
particular attention, 1n a na.iion ac- 
customed as we are to think.ng in 
nine figures, to point to the fact that 
almost 300,000,000 acres of land are 
now out of settlers’ reach.

OUTLOOK IS BRIGHT 
IN BUSINESS WORLD 


Eections of Past Week and 
Bumper Grain Crops 
the Cause. 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, November 12.—(Special.) 
A review of the week in business and 
financial circles shows avery favorable 
Outlook because of the genera! elec- 
tions. The harvest are now practical- 
ly completed and Washington authori- 
ties estimate that the aggregate crops 
in 1910 will be 7% per cent greater 
than those of 1909 and over 9 per cent 
greater than the average annual pro- 
duction of the preceding five years. 
While prices averaged 5% lower on 
important crops than last year, the in- 
creased harvests will more than off- 
set this loss in price. The great buy- 
ing power of the agricultural classes 
that will resylt from this increase in 
production will! act as a powerful in- 
centive to the business prosperity of 
the country. 

The salient feature of the week’s 
monetary asituation was a very per- 
ceptible relaxation in interest rates in 
the local market. This is best ex- 
pressed in cal) loans, which, after 
making a gradual! decline day by day, 
finally closed 1 per cent under the

banks from the interior after weeks 
of heavy losses.

“This orings up to a vital, shame- 
ful fact, too little known to the gen- 
eral public, but a fact policemen have 
impressed on them more and more 
every day: Prostitution as it exists as 
an international traffic and as a part 
of the life of many of our big Amer'!- 
can cities is no longer a& woman's 
it is a man’s trade. There afe 
women procurers, women importers 
and women proprietors, it is trua, but 
taken in the main the business is car- 
ried on by men, stimulated far beyond 
jts natural proportions by men, and 
much of the profits are collected by 
men. 

“The girl who disappears lives on 
somewhere in the underworld, often 
for the money profit of men. These 
men who profit directly from the 
shame of women fall into two classes 
—procurers and protectors. The 
classes overlap one another, and the 
men are often engaged in both ends 
of the business. The procurer, or the 


‘cadet’ as he is usually known, keeps 
up the supply of women, which, excep 
for his industrious labors, would fall 
far below its present volame, For 
while it is undoubtedly true that wom- 
en do adopt voluniarlly a Hfe of im- 
morality it is easy to prove that @ 
large proportion of them must be 
forced or enticed into the life. If 
women in large numbers were willing 
to become prostitutes, it would not be 
necessary to have such enormous ma- 
chinery in order to recruit the ranks.

Jerusalem, 1910.—( Special Corre- 
spondence.)——Have you ever heerd of 
the Evil Eye? ; 

It is abroad In the Holy Land, and a 
gZiamce from it will bring you misfor- 
tune. It will lame your horse, cow or 
camel, and it may cause your child to 
sicken or die. It.can ruin your heaith 
or your Business, and it may even send 
your soul to eternal damnation. Those 
who possess the evil eye are devils 
incarfiate, but you cannot tell who 
they are. They go about in the shape 
of innocent-looking men, women and 
children, and you will not realize that 
their spells have been cast upon you 
until misfortune comes. 

Guarding Against the Evil Eye. 

This belief exists throughout Pales- 
tine, and is common in this part of the 
world. Every house in Jerusalem, 
whether Jew, Mosiem or Christian, con- 
tains charms to ward off such spells, 
and every man, woman and child car- 
ries a talisman to keep off the witches. 
Some of these charms are in the shape 
of a hand coming from an old Jewish 
belief or saying that the hand of God 
will arrest all disasters, and of a Mo- 
hammedan one calling upon the hand 
of Fatima, the daughter of the Prophet, 
tO guard them from evil. Silver hands 
are sold as charms, and the better 
classes wear hands of gold tied to their 
necks. Every Jerusalem house has a 


‘painting or carving of a hand on its 


front door to keep off the evil eve; and 
in the new houses which are now going 
up they are putting hands over the 
windows, and also at the front doors. 
They tie bags of charms over each 
door, which contain an egg, a plece 
of alum, some garlic and a large blue 
bead. 
How Satan Hates Blue. 


Blue is believed to be a color which 
frightens the devil. These people 
think that anything blue will ward 
off the evil eye, and f@r this reason 
horses, donkeys and camels have 
strings of blue beads round their

charms the mother is greatly alarmed 
and if she thinks that some one has 
cast an eye on it she takes a bit of 
the child’s clothes and burns it with 
incense and a small piece of alum. 
She first prays over the child, waving 
this about as she does so. She then 
throws the charm into an open fire and 
holds the child over it. As the alum 
burns it gives off a smoke which takes 
certain shapes and the mother believes 
that by looking at them she can learn 
who has cast the evil eye on her 
child. This same process {s gone 
work this charm to find out who has 
ill on coming home froma call. They 
work this charm tofingd out who has 
cas@ a spell on them. 

One of the most common guards 
against the evil eye is a text from 
the Bible or the Koran. One from the 
latter is some Arabic words which 
mean “Break down the spell of the 
eye,” and another which is “By the 
blessings of God.’ These phrases are 
written and framed and hung up in 
many of the houses.’ They are carved 
upon furniture. For the same reason 
it is customary to use the name of 
God at the beginning of every sen- 
tence which contains the name of one’s 
friend. 

The Jews carry about texts of the 
scriptures. The Christians have relics 
of saints, and some of the natives 
here think they have pieces of the 
true cross. 

No Compliments Wanted. 

The people of Palestine do not like 
to have themselves complimented 
without you use the name of God in 
the sentence containing the compli- 
ment. Such expressions. are bound to 
bring misfortune and possibly trouble 
and death. If you call a boy or girl 
pretty its mother’s heart is filled with 
terror, and she straightway throws out 
her hand. extending the index and lit- 
tle fingers in such a way as 1s sup- 
posed to ward off the devil and the 
evil consequences of vour remark. If 
you wish to remark upon the beauty 
of a child vou must begin the sentence 
with, “May God surround thee,’ and 
you may then go on as you please. If 
you should pat the child on the head 
and fail to use this’ sentence, the 
mother upon returning home will take 
the child into a room and put it in 
the middle of the floor. She will then 
shovel up some dust from each of the 
four corners, and throw it into the fire, 
crying “Fire on thee, evil eye.”’ 

Similar precautions should be taken 
in admiring a horse or a donkey. If a 
man has a spirited horse which he 
fears the people may admire, he car- 
ries with him some salt. As he rides 
through the crowds he will now and 
then sprinkle a little salt under the 
feet of the horse, especially if he sees 
the crowd looking at it. If any one 
asks whether he will sell the animal 
he must answer yes, but if asked what

tence from the Koran or Bible as you 
put the bread in. These same spirits 
hover about the fire, and if you quench 
it without asking Mahomet to protect 
you the spirits are liable to beat you 
Or perhaps lame you for life. 

These underground spirits 
known as the Jan. Their favorite 
place of residence is below the front 
doorsteps, and for this reason women 
are not allowed to sit on the door- 
steps. The Jans are supposed to be 
an organized body, having a sultan, a 
court and regular officials. They keep 
guard on the food stores and are on 
the whole fairly good fellows. They 
are said to be fond of human company, 
and it is whispered that they some- 
times assume human shape and marry 
mortals. They are most common tin 
Egypt. One may attract a Jan by 
whistling, and it is said that the girls 
here frequently whistle. Some of the 
men of Palestine are jealous of the 
Jans, thinking they have association 
with their wives, and some will not 
look at a real woman for fear the Jan 
girls, whom they suppose to be in 
love with them, will object. 

Married in a Cemetery. 


One of the queer superstitions which 


are 


prevails here in Jerusalem is that a 
marriage in a cemetery will propitiate 
the Lord and cause Him to favor His 
people. This is believed by the native 
Jews, and instances af it have recently 
occurred on account of the drought. 
We have had no rain for weeks, and 
the crops are drying up.” People are 
crazy over the prospect... There ts also 
an epidemic of infantile paralys'ts, 
which has been carrying off the chil- 
dren. The people think that God is 
angry with them, and perhaps wroth 
because the marriages have been few. 
To pacify Him they have had wed- 
dings in the cemeteries, which is con- 
sidered a most unlucky place for 
starting upon the life matrimonial 
Indeed, it is so unlucky that thay havo 
had to hire people to get marricd 
there. At a wedding which took plac 
this week the couple received $200 in 
gold, and also food for two years, as 
a present for having the csremony 
'there. In this case the groom was a 
|'Jew from Yemen, Arabga, and - the 
| bride a Jewess from Aiep. 0, in Syria. 
(The bride was late com'ng, and the 
| 3,000 worshipers who had assembled 
‘to see the ceremony had to wait for 
-tweo hours. She was finally carried fn 
(under a canopy, and took her place on 
lene side of an open grave while the 
bridegroom stood on tho other.

Two more cemetery wed- 
dings are planned,. but 
to get willing couples, 
riages are supposed to be disastrous. 
Nevertheless, the charm seems to be 
working. The wind has changed since 
the first ceremony occurred, and it 
may rain by and by. 
Superstitious Pilgrims. 

Not only the natives, but also the 
pilgrims, who come here by the ten 
thousand a year, are superstitious. 
The most of them believe that every 
spot pointed out by the monks jis the 
actual locality of the event alleged to 
have occurred there. The pilgrims 
come from the borders of Siberia and 
from all parts of western Asia and 
Africa, as well as from Greece and the 
islands of the Mediterranean sea. They 
walk over the Holy Land with astaffs 
in their hands, and Knee] down and 
kiss the places where they believe 
Jesus trod. They even Kiss the stones 
of the streets here, not Knowing or 
forgetting that there have been three 
or four Jerusaiemg buried below the 
site of the present one. 

I have seen these pilgrims crawling 
on their knees through the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre. They creep into 
the vestibule and kiss the. stone of 
unction upon which it is claimed the 
body of Christ was anointed for burial. 
This is a slab of rose-colored marble 
about two feet wide and seven fet 
long. The stone is set in the floor and 
much of its surface has been worn 
away by the kissing. Not a few of the 
pilgrims from Russia bring linen cloths 
with them just large enough to make 
a shroud. They lay these on thestone 
and think them blessed by the con- 
tact. They will carry the cloth back 
home and be buried in it, believing 
that such a shroud will be a sure pass- 
port to heaven. 

Near the stone of unction is the spot 
on which it is said the Virgin Mary 
stood while Christ was on the cross. 
It is also worn away by kissing. Going 
on into the great rotunda and turning 
to the right we reach a church belong- 
ing to the’ Greeks, “at the front of 
which stands 3 marbbhe column as high 
as a chair and about das big around as 
fa four-gallon crock. This is the cen- 
ter of the world, and is honored as 
such. I saw Russian peasant girls 
Lissing it. and further on observed 
them kissing holy place after holy 
place, unt!) 1t seemed to me their lips 
must wear out. Kisses are pressed 
upon these spots by thousands of 
mouths every day, and if every Hp 
leaves its microbes all the diseases of 
the world must be in the bacteria 
here.

Covered With Diamonds. 

It is hard to estimate the value of 
the offerings which the pilgrims lay on 
these shrines. Those who come are of 
all classes, and some bearing the sav- 
ings of years. The poor lay their pen- 
nies in the hands of the priests ani 
drop them in the slot boxes which may 
geen at almost every corner. Thera 
is much gold and precioug stones. A 
life-sized image of the Virgin Mary 
which I saw in the Greek church was 
covered with diamonds. The image was

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made of wax, and wes dressed in 
satins and silks. Its face was painted. 
An oval perr! as big as the end of 
my thumb hung on the forehead, while 
the waxen fingers held a score or more 
rings. Some of the rings were set 
with diamonds, some with sapphires 
and rubies, and others with opals. Opals 
in Palestine are looked upon as the 
sign of good luck and not bad, as with 
ug, 

The most of the rings were costly, 

and each was presented to the Virgin 
as a love offering. On the silken lap 
of the image lay a great golden hear? 
as thick as my fist and about six inches 
in width. It was studded with emeralds 
and diamonds. This heart is a present 
from Franz Joseph, the emperor of 
Austria, who has made many costly 
gifts to the Church of the Holy Sepul- 
chre. In the grotto of the Church of 
the Nativity at Bethlehem is a similar 
statue, which is even more gorgeously 
Gacorated, although some of its jewels 
are said to be paste. 
Im the Church of the Holy Sepulchre. 
' The Church of the Holy Sepulchre is 
a beehive of superstition. It is sup: 
posed to stand on the spot where 
Christ was crucified. The Bible tells 
us that this was outside Jerusalem, 
but the Church of the Sepulchre lis 
today far within the walls. This, how- 
ever, is not a proof that the place is 
not correct, for the walls of Jerusa- 
lem have been thrown down and re- 
built again and again, and this is es- 
pecially so of those on Mount Zion, 
where this great chuch stards. The 
hill where Christ was crucified was 
made up of terraces of rock, and that 
is the nature of the foundation of this 
church. The place wags located by St. 
Helena, the mother of Constantine the 
Great, who came here about 300 years 
after Christ died and found the true 
eross among the rubbish on the side 
of the hill where the church stands. 
She had the cross dug out and carried 
to Constantinople, whence later on 
some pleces of it were sent to Rome. 
One section as long as your arm is 
said to be here in Jerusalem, and there 
are s0 many other pleces scattered 
over the world that I venture you 
could build a house with therm. 

Shortly after this discovery a church 


was erected on the spot, and egince then 
others have been built, destroyed and 
rebuilt, until we now have this great 
edifice, which has, I venture, an area 
of several! acres. It is surmounted by 
@ cross rising from a dome ag big as 
that of our national capitol. 

The Church of the Sepulchre ig not 
beautiful, and its position’ in the heart 
of Jerusalem surrounded by bazaars, 
convents, monasteries and hotels ig by 
no means imposing. The front of it is 
covered with carvings, some of which 
are from ancient temples, and over the 
doors are bas-reliefs of scenes from 
the Bible. One of these represents the 
raising of Lazarus, with the Savior 
standing at the front and Mary at 
his feet. At the command of Christ 
Lazarus is seen rising from the dead 
and in the background are spectators, 
some of whom are holding their noses 
as an evidence perhaps of the corrup 
tion which lad begun to take place 
before the corpse came to life. 


The Tomb of the Savior. 


It is under the dome of thés church 
that Hes the tomb of the Savior. It is 
inclosed in a chapel of an tvory white 
marble, which stands in the center of 
the rotunda. It is perhaps twenty feet 
high and is twenty-six feet tn length 
and seventeen in width. It ts entered 
through a door so low that you have 
to stoop to go in, and you finally come 
into a chaniber six feet square and 
lighted only by candles. This ig the 
alleged tomb of the Savior. It is cov- 
ered with a marble slab over which 
glass has teen spread to keep the lips 
of the pilgrims from wearing the 
stone. There are alwave priests here, 
and those who come in are sprinkled 
with holy water Every worshiper 
brings rosaries, beads and holy pie 
tures, and these are laid upon the tomb 
to be bletsed. I saw one old woman 
totter in with a half bushel bag full 
of rosaries on her back, and « frown 
headed, long-bearded man came behind 
bearing all he could carty [Rese the 
spread out on the slab, and then knelt 
while the priest eprinkled the heaeda 
and gave them his blessing Refore

FRANK G. “CARPENTER. 
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ONE OF MOST HISTORIC ARMY POSTS 
TO BE SOLD BY THE UNITED STATES 


San Antonio, Texas, November 12.— 


(Special.)—-The government has de-| 


cided to sell, after twenty years of 
abandonment, one of the most historic 
army posts on the frontier of the 
southwest. On November 21 the Fort 
Davis military reservation, embracing 
391 acres, will be put up at auction. 
With the passing into private hands of 
the fort where Lawton, Shafter and 
many other army officers and men won 
distinction as Indian fighters, another 
chapter in the bloody Indian wars of 
the west will be closed.

The cause given by the news 
service is the “immigration to Canada.” : 

_ In other words, during the past ten years in the neighborhood 
of 97,000 lowans have gone over the border into Canada. and 
there has not been a compensating increase of population from other 
sources. 

They went into Canada because the supply of low-priced lands 
in lowa had been exhausted! 

Hence the “hike” across the border, where cheap lands are 
still open and whence the invitation is clamorous and continuous. 

The south, Georgia alone pcrhaps, could have made splendid

For the average price per acre that the dissatistied Iowan sold 
his land and emigrated to Canada, he could have bought three or 
four or five acres in Georgia of land in many instances virgin to 
the touch of the plow.

The 
plea for this appeal to the generosity 
of a huge public is that the law of 
copyright did not enable Dickens to 
secure adequate provision for his de- 
scendanis, three of whom have had 
to be relieved by civil list pensions. 

A few sane people are condemning 
this memorial scheme. Theirs is an 
argument of facts, not sentiment. 
Dickens declared in his will: “I con- 
jure my friends on no account to make 
me the subject of any monument, me- 
morial, or testimonial whatever.” 
Again he wrote: “I rest my claims to 
the remembrance of my country upon 
my published works.” As a matter of 
fact, Dickens made $350,000, and left 
a respectable provision for his chil- 
dren. With the exception of the three 
pensioners mentioned, his children and 
grandchildren are in no crying need 
of public charity. : 


Tolstoy's notions of work are no- 
torious. Many people who have never 
read a line of his know that the 
count makes his own boots. In his 
latest instalment of Tolstoy's biogra- 
phy, Aylmer Maude quotes an iInci- 
dent in that connection: 

“As to the boots Tolstoy made, I 
asked a man to whom he had given @ 
pair, and who had worn them, whether 
they were well made. ‘Couldn't be 
worse,’ was his reply.” 

“I suspect,”’ adds Mr. Maude, “that 
Tolstoy's bootmaking was of more 
value a spiritual sedative than it 
Was as a contribution to the solution 
of the economic problem," 

In connection with this stunt of 
Tolstoy‘s, I overheard a man who is 
prominent in Fleet street gay that 
“Leo, if he hadn't had a screw loose, 
would have Kept his money in his own 
hands—instead of giving it over to 
his wife—and financed a competent 
workman 1.0 make boots for charitable 
d.stribution. Really, he lacks the 
cvurage to be great, in the sense of 
accepting the responsibilities which 
birth and fortune have given him. 
When aman has a natural bent to- 
wards self-denial and extreme fru- 
gality, it is so, much easier for him io 
become a peasant, and to work as 
one, than to direct the use of capital 
in a strictly scientifiCc way.”

At present this is done by 
our labor information office, but the 
work should be supplemented by pri- 
vate societies, by Italian newspapers, 
and by Italian priests. On the farm 
there is a constant change of tasks 
and endiess opportunity for mistakes 
from inability to understand orders.

TO 14TH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


Fellow Workers — Your president 
stands, at the close of a very busy 
year, with mingled feelings: Pleasure, 
in whatever success our federation 
may have achieved; disappointment, 
because of inability to compass all we 
had hoped; and a sort of awe in the 
presence of her responsibilities. 
as the work has grown,and broad- 
ened, so has our ~ responsibility in- 
creased.

But the work which brought the bu- 
reau most prominently before the pub- 
lic was the part it played in a strike 
of some thousands of I.allan laborers. 

These laborers, despite the increased 
cost of living, had not received an in- 
crease in their wage rate for nine 
years: they found 21 cents an hour, 
limited as it was to favorable days 
during part of the year, insufficient 
to maintain even their notoriously low 
standard of living. They gave five 
months’ notice of their wish for an 
increase and then struck. Four of the 
five local newspapers misrepresented 
the cause of the laborers, The police 
handled the strikers with uncalled-for 
brutality. Public opinion had Iictle 
sympathy with the “striking dagoes.” 

Then some of the strike leaders ap- 
pealed to the bureau. Miss Cross call- 
ed together a committee of prominent 
citizens, had the laborers present their 
side of the case and with its aid 
changed the attitude of press and 
public, finally securing a conference 
with the contractors, which resulted 
in the granting of an immediate in- 
crease and an agreement to arbitrate 
the wage question at a later date. 
During the three weeks the bureau 
was in touch with the situation there 
were no further arrests and the 
perfect orderliness of idle men who be- 
lieved they had a grievance and who 
were popularly regarded as 
and vicious, was remarked by the 
least friendly. 

Since the strike the demands made 
upon the bureau have increased. Its 
existence and purpose have become 
better known among the Italians.
